Education is supposed to prepare 
people, for the practical and pro- 
fessional teachers are constantly 


urging their pupils to the use of; 


their judgment in overy day affairs. 
Now, we desire to enlist. the serv- 
ices of science through its official 
representatives here in a matter of 
no small importance. There is a 
class of people in this country, and 
both it and its follewefs are in- 
creasing, who believe that, with a 
machine made of wood and brass, 
they can locate any body of metal 
within several hundred feet of the 
surface of the ground. No secret 
is made of the fact that mining 
shafts are being sunk, tunnels run, 
work going on, involving thousands 
on no other proposition than 
that the divining rod,in the hands 
of its owner, pointed to the spot. 
As we understand it, science takes 
no stock in this instrument, and, so 
far as we know, it has never been 
made the subject of impartial in- 
vestigation. It is included by Dr. 
H. Mayo in his work on Popular 
Superstitions,” published in 1851. 
Notwithstanding this, the writer 
was told scriously only yesterday, 
by a leading citizen of Washoe 
county, that he had seen a divining 
rod man locate a watch that had 
been lost in a pond, and, reaching 
down, fish it up out of 
the mud, He saw. two twenty- 
dollar pieces hidden in an auger 
hole in a log, which the expert 
picked up without any trouble. 
Any number of such stories can be 
heard from citizens of the respect- 
able middle class every day. We 
understand that the tests are made 
in open daylight, before everybody, 
and the suggestion we make is that 
the Faculty of the University test 
the matter. It will be beneath the 
notice of no scholar, aud might be 
productive of mch good. There 
are forces in nature but little un- 
derstood, and if there is an attrac- 
tion exerted by the precious metals 
sufficient to turn an index it will 
be of interest to every one.
